within three months, he will then en- 
tertain seriously a renewal of the ap- 
plication for authorization of a new 
trust company.

Unless congress has passed 
very 


recently an amendment to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act, a national bank is 
not permitted to have a branch in 
the same city in which it is located. 


In March, 1916, the Federal He- 


serve Board proposed an amendment 
to the Federal Reserve Act providing 
that branches of national 
banks 


might be established in cities,- towns 
or villages of more than one hun- 
dred thousand population and pos- 
sessing a capital and surplus of one 
million dollars. In June a bill was 
introduced in tie senate 
carrying

July a similar bill was introduced In 
the House of Representatives. 


Any National' Bank in any other 


place may, with the appioval of the
